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PREFACE, 



IT appears to be tlie prevailing opinioii in (mr 
Churdies, diat in addition to the excellent Pialms 
and Hymns of Dr. Watts, it is desirable to avail 
ourselves of some of the devotional camposUimu 
cf later and of living Poets. With this vieWi 
mmerous selections of Hymns, in the form of a 
Suj^lement or Appendix, have been presented Co 
the Public, and introduced into social worship. 
The necessity, however, thus imposed upon a 
Ccmgregatkm of obtaining and having in uie 
more than one Hymn Book, occasions consider- 
able inconveniences, especially to the poor. la 
reflecting on the practicability of obviating these 
evils, it occurred frequently and forcibly to my 
mind, that by the omission of such of Dr. Watt8*s 
Psalms and -Hymns as we are not usually ac« 
eostomed tosit^, there might be introduced a 
sufficient nmnber. from the best Authors, to 
answer every raluabJe purpose, ViOckoroit ^« 
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necessity of an additional volume. On «ig» 
gesting these views to several judicious friends, 
1 had the satisfaction to ascertain, not only that 
tliey ' cordiisJly approved of the plan, but that 
hiore than one had long entertained the same 
lideas, and had fully intended to carry the 
principle into effect. Encouraged by these re- 
presentations, as well as by the wishes expressed 
' by not a few in the circle of my pastoral engage^ 
menis, I have endeavoured to accomplish the 
object desired. 

While actually preparing the present Selection, 
J ascertained that there had been recently pub^ - 
lished two valuable Hymn Books, compiled' oil 
principles bearing some resemblance to t&okie 
which have dictated and guided my attempt, 
^e one, however, contains nearly double the 
number of Hymns which I consider expedient 
for. a Public Hymn Book; and the other omits 
all specification of the names of the Authors, 
and also of the number of Hymns selected 
fioin the compositions of Dr. Watts. 

Of t^e 600 Hymns here presented to the 
Public, about one half are selected from Dr. 
tRsfts's Pftalms and Hymns, and the other half

In making this attempt, Iiow- 
e/fcj, 1 found it far more difRcult than ' I had, 
dntHupattd, to draw with accuracy the line of i 
d^arcatipn between such as arc adapted to ^»^ 
pHMic and social worship of believ'ers in Cbriatt 
sod such as 'may be employed with more advan- 
tf^ for the purposes of private devotion. The 
ptioaecutioo of the attempt would also have ran-, 
4wed necessary the exclusion of many of Dtf 
I^Htts's Hymns, which most Christiana would 
deem it desirable to retain. It is to he remem- 
bered ako, that the most careful diacriminiition 
i(L ooUeeting and arranging Hymns for Public 
Worship, can by no means supersede the exercise 
of- a sound judgment in selecting the HymM 
vln'ch may be on any occasion, whether public 
W'privaiei the most appropriate. It may ba 
expedifiMbe^e to intimate, that unddrlhc fafasS 
of " Tlie Christian Iiife," will he chiefly found
